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Dynamite Used 
In Rescue Work 
At Gold Mine 


Hope To Reach Three Trap­ 
ped Miners, Men Were 
Caught In Mine 
Sunday 


(International New« Service) 
MOOSE RIVER. N. S., April 1 7 .- 
A violent explosion rocked the old 
Moose River sold m ines today as 
rescuers, growing desperate, resorted 
to dynam ite in their efforts to reach 
th ree m en trapped in the jum bled 
depths of the mines. 
The three, Dr. D. E. Robertson, H. 
R. 
Magill and Charles Scadding, 
have been entom bed since Sunday 
night. 
Because m inutes are growing m ore 
precious, the big rescue party, which 
has been v/orking day and night, de­ 
rided drilling was too slow and de­ 
rided to try to blast through to th e 
underground prisoners. 
Everyone was moved a qu arter of 
a mile from the scene. 
There was 
a deafening ro rr 
and 
huge rocks 
shot skyward as a large charge was 
set off. 
May Dir Of Exposure. 
'Fin* dynam ite blasted a hole ten 
feet deep and 29 feet wide. The dia­ 
mond drill was rushed back into 
operation and this afternoon was 43 
feet down.

The groups which will take ad­ 
vantage of the plans set out may be 
composed in different ways. For ex­

PHILADELPHIA,

Jean Piccard, fam ous stratospheric 
pioneer, will “go alo ft” by proxy on 
the next venture above th e e a rth ’s 
atm osphere, Dr. W. F. G. Swann, 
research director of the Franklin 
In stitu te, announced here today. 
Instead of using the usual huge 
m etal gondola for a personal trip, 
•the internationally-know n F ren ch ­ 
m an is preparing a cellophane bal­ 
loon for fu rth er cosmic ray investi­ 
gation, Dr. Sw ann revealed. Dr. Pic-% 


card, now associated w ith the insti­ 
tute, will stay on the ground and 
receive reports from th a 
“robut” 
stratosphere flier by radio. 
The pilotless bag will be equipped 
w ith instrum ents to 'm ake observa­ 
tions and w ith a tiny transm itting 
set th a t will autom atically send the 
records back to earth . Power for 
the broadcast will be furnished by 
a system of falling weights p a tte rn ­ 
ed after those of a g ran d fath ers 
clock. 
The first such flight, vastly cheap­
